FORTY-THREE KILLED. 


Ilukt Tell* th» Story of the Toramdo la 


Three Stat«*. 


DES MOIXES, May 26.—Forty-three 


tilled, a score fatally injured and about 
50 people less seriously hurt is, as near 
as can be estimated now, the result of 
the destructive tornado which swept 
ovar portions of Iowa, Illinois and Kan- 
sas. The property loss is heavy but ac- 
curate estimates are thus far an impos- 
sibility. 


The storm originated near the town 


of Ankeny, i)3 miles north 
of Des 


•Moines. As near as can be ascertained 
from those who saw the sight two 
clonds, cue from the northwest and ono 
from, the southwest, met and then 
dropped down on tho earth and wrought 
their hivoc on all that was loose and 
fast. The storm moved northeastward. 


Kcar the town of Bondurant it killed 


the nrst victims, tho members of the 
Bailie family. Tlsc storm was *een 
from Bondurant. Many farmers who 
J»ad attended the chnrch services had 
beeu unable to gst home bafote the 
storm and their lives were thus saved. 
The track of the tornado at this point 
was about a quarter of a mils wide. It 
passed onward, going north of the 
town of Santiago. All along the course 
the fences aud buildings and crops 
•were completely destroyed. 


The most appalling calamity occurred 


*t Durango. a small hamlet on the Chi- 
cago Great "Western, eight miles north. 
Where fire persons were drowned. They 
were Brakeman Jaincs Griffin and four 
children of Mrs. Clark 
All were 


drowned by tho sweeping away 01 the 
little- depot, where they had taken 
refuge from the flood. 


The little depot was lifted from its 


foundation and iloatcd into the main 
char.ur'l oi the river "PO yards below, 
aud there struck n tree and careened to 
ono side. As tho depot inrnort over the 
lights went out and I lie jjre.iH":t con- 
fusion prevailed. As the depot ca- 
reened Brakeman James Griffin, ','4, 
seized the i'lrte.st Clark girl and plunged 
into the t, >od, which now extended 


, ,vfrom bluff to bluff, a distance of a half 
'Smile. 
Thr brnkemau and child mnst 


have met mnio<t instant death 


The other three children of Mrs. 


Clark were on the side of the depot 
which went down, and when it rose 
again a minute later to continue its 
journey down the stream the three chil- 
dren wore missing. James Dillon and 
P. Moss managed to catch the over- 
hanging br.-uches of a tree, where they 
were discovered when a rescuing party 
arrived. 
The others remained in the depot un- 


til it lodgci against a tree a mile and a 
half from tho depot site. Tho body of 
one of Mrs. Clark's twins, a girl 4 years 
old, was found f'O yards below the tree 
against which the depot lodged. The 
bodies of (rrifRu and the girl he, had at- 
tempted to re-'cuo were found three 
niuw down lodged in tho driftwood. 
The body of the other child was seen in 
the flood four miles down the river. 


Leaving the wrecked town, the storm 


moved foi anl. Living the country 
bar?, •wrecking houses and killing the 
inm.itos. One' observer near Valeria, 
who binv the storm and observed it care- 
fully. Bays that the cloud appeared to 
bo a high biilloon, dark green in color, 
with a light Ptrt-.iV in the center. It 
traveled lit » tremendous mto, tearing 
np the Inrtresl trees by the roots or 
stripping them clean of limbs and bark, 
driving 'posts into the earth mid twist- 
ing bnildiiicrs ill the-edges of its track 
Mid lirst, spattering the houses clo^e to 
it with mud and sand, stripping hedges 
nnd licking the grass from tho fields. 


From Valeria the storm moved on, 


passing lu'iir the town of Mingo. At 
Ir.i the clnnd did its last damage in Jns- 
l«r county. Some, of the spectators 
s»y thai t'ne clanrt divided, others that 
it was lifted iipward und sped on in 
midair \\ith i\ frightful noise. Tho lat- 
ter Jheo:- is uob.jbK M-.o correct o::o.

Every build- 
ing in tlie paih 01 the cyclone was de- 
molished luid much live stock killed. 


At Monroe Center, DeKalb county, 


two women, mother and daughter, 
names unknown, were killed, the 
daughter's head being severed from her 
body.

She always 
has something to say and does not hesi- 
tate to say it. She is a woman who, if 
she can not have her way, is likely to 
cause trouble. That she wields a large 
influence in her particular sphere is be- 
yond question, and for that reason her 
latest declaration is of more than Ordi- 
nary interest. 


"There are just three things which I 


ask," said she. -and if the convention 
refuses I shall withdraw my support- 
from the national ticket. The Prohibi- 
tion platform must declare for prohibi- 
tion, woman suffrage and financial rs- 
form." 


Mrs. Gouger went on to say that if 


the convention failed to do this all the 
active advocates would withdraw with 
her, leaving "a lot of old fossils with- 
out influence beyond that they possess 
at the weekly prayer meetings" to 
manage the campaign. She and the 
others believing in "broad gauge" will 
go back, she said, to their respective 
states and work for their state tickets, 
ignoring the national ticket. 


She is confident, the "broad ganger?" 


will win, but believes there will be a 
lively fight. She is an ardent admirer 
uf ex-Governor St. John and believes 
that he represents the sentiment of the 
rank and file Prohibitionists west of the 
Allegheny 
mountains, just as Mr. 


TVardwell' of N>,w York, treasurer of 
the Standard Oil company, represents 
the gold Standard Prohibitionists of 
the tjast. 


She declared that Chairman Dickie of 


the national central committee did not 
represent the sentiment of Michigan, 
which she says is for free silver. 
"He 


represents Mr. Wordwell and the gold 
standard 
men," 
she said, "whence 


comes his salary." 


All this goes to show the acrimonious

WASHINGTON', May 2t>.—Chief Justice 


Fnller delivered the opinion of the su- 
preme court in the case of the United 
States versus J. H. S. Wiborg, Captain 
of the steamer Horsa, and others 
The 


ca:-e is the one which was recently nd- 
vauced by the court at the instance of 
the attorney general for the pnrpose of 
securing a decision of the court as to 
toii»truction of our neutrality laws and 
their effect; in preventing tihbnstc-riug 
expeditious against friendly powers. 


AViborg %yas the captain of "the Horsa, 


and with his associates is accused ot at- 
tempting to land arms surreptitiously 
in Cuba. They were found guilty under 
the neotrality laws in the United States 
court at Philadelphia. 
The opinion 


held that the decision of the Pennsylva- 
nia court w»ts correct on the point that 
the expedition was a violation of the 
neutrality laws. The judgment of this 
court was affirmed as to Wiborg, but re- 
versed as to the mates. Johansen and 
Petersen, on the ground thai they were 
ignorant of the purport of the expedi- 
tion. Justice Harlan concurred in the" 
reversal of the judgment as to Peter- 
sen aud Jotmusen, but dissented from 
the judgment affirming the sentence 
against Wiborg.

The Beneficent Crow. 


If farmers would make a study of nat- 


ural history and its bearing on their 
property—the relation of hawks to their 
hencoops, for instance—there •would 
better paying crops. 


The "Year Book" of the department 


of agri<raltnre telis about crow black- 
birds and what they eat 
About 2,300 


of their stomachs have been examined, 
and of these. 2,258 contained food- 
The 


birds were killed in 26 states. Forty- 
eight per cent of the food was animal, 
48 per cent vegetable and 4 per cent was 
mineral. The blackbird has a variety of 
things it cats. 


"The animal food," says the report, 


"consisted of insects, spiders, myxia- 
pods (Thousand legs), crawfish, earth- 
worms, sowliugs, hair snakes, snails, 
fishes, tree toads, salarnimders (newts), 
lizards, snakes, birds' eggs and mice.'' 
To these might have been added yonug 
birds, fish cast up by the tide, minnows 
caught while swimming in shallow 
water and probably meat and carrion of 
various kinds. Most of tho animal food 
is, nf course, insects. These constitute 
46 por cent- of the total, the other 2 per 
cent being the larger things, like mice; 
The animal food is taken mostly in the 
summer. la winter the food is mostly 
vegetable matter. 
The insects the bird 


kills jnoro than make up the damage he 
dees, especially as his nest rotbhig ap- 
pears to be only an incidental habit not 
often indulged iu. A large flock of the 
birds would, of course, destroy a lot of 
<rrain. 
Some GO.-OOO would eat aboxit 


8,000 potmds a day, but they would 
consume hs many insects, which would 
more lhan destroy the amount the "bird 
does.—New York Sun.

Farther west the same disposition ia 
manifested, although Ohio will proba- 
bly pack about the same quantity of 
standard goods. Factories discontinuing 
will bo made np by others just start- 
ing. In thp territory of the Ohio Back- 
ers' association there was no carry over 
stock np to three years ago, but since 
that date the surplus; has been burden- 
some, as also iu other parts of the coun- 
try. Canneries located in the Mississip- 
pi and Missouri valleys, banded in the 
Western Packers' Canned Goods associa- 
tion, are inclined to reduce their ontpnl 
for 1898. Across the line the pack wit 
certainly not bo increased, members oi 
the Canadian Packers' association show 
ins? a conser\ ati) gj£ "Jpijei.i^'S'l'U^'-*'1" 
f utSe^'iitocus carried over are smaller 
than last year, in the Atlantic states 
less than usual and in the middle and 
western .states much the same as a year 
ago. 


The opinion is almost universal that 


not alone must the pack be reduced, btit 
the quality must be kept up the com- 
ing season, in order to insure satisfac- 
torr returns. The situation thus outlin- 
ed as viewed by all the leading associa- 
tions of canned goods packers is not en- 
couraging to those who indiscriminately 
go into the business as a new venture. 
The canning business is a legitimate in- 
dustry and may bo made profitable un- 
der favorable surroundings, but it 
should be approached most carefully by 
those contemplating the establishment 
of additional factories.

Some Catch Crops. 


Eape may be sown as a catch crop in 


the autumn, and it may be pastured 
fall and spring and then followed by 
some other crop, or it may be plowed 
under a green crop and followed by the 
same. Millet raay be grown pre-emi- 
nently as a catch crop. It may be made 
to come after any crop of grain sown 
early in the season and which may have 
failed. It may also be sown on the baro 
fallow to be plowed under for green 
manure. Tho chief benefit rooming fro 
using it thus is the increased power 
which ifc gives to the land to enable it 
to hold moisture- The best season for 
growing millet is the last half of May or 
early in June. 
Sorghum grown as a 


catch crop may be put iu at the same 
time and in the same way as millet. 


Buckwheat on summer fallows serves 


an excellent purpose when plowed un- 
der in the some way us millet, with the 
difference that buckwheat makes the 
land more moist than millet Rapo may 
also be grown ou a summer fallow. 
Peas may bo grown as a catch crop on 
a lummer fallow. They could come 
after rye grown on the same and plowec 
in or eaten a£. The great value of peas 
as a catch crop for plowing under ?jrises 
from the fact that they tire leguminous, 
and can therefore gather nitrogen from 
the air. 


Pointa In Cabbage Culture, 


A Rural New Yorker correspomlen 


writes: 


It has been pretty thoroughly proved 


that cabbages, especially the late drum 
head varieties, are likely to head better 
if the soed be sown wliurc the plant is 
to remain, conditions of soil, fertility 
and culture being equal. The usna 
practice is to plant six or eight seeds ir 
a hill, and gradually thin out to tin 
strongest plant, but since tho adven 
of the cabbage worm and hosts of receu 
insect enemies tho trouble of caring fo: 
so niauy scattered plants has proved toe 
great, and the seed bed is therefore re 
sorted to. It may be considered tha 
plants of the cabbage tribe ra-e not ben 
anted by transplanting in itself, but i 
they are little affected by it whew don 
under favorable conditions the use cf < 
seed bed is generally to bo recommend 
ed on account of greater case and ccon 
omy iu growing plants.

The Country's Growth. 


In 1800 only the country between 


the Atlantic and the Mississippi be- 
longed to the United States. Since 
that the Louisiana purchase in 1803, 
tbe Florida in 1821, tbe Mexican ac- 
quisitions in 1840,1S50 and 1S53 and 
Alaska in 1867 have been added. The 
increase, excluding Alaska, has been 
from 827,844 to 3,025,GOO' square 
miltis, or three and five-eighths, but 
the growth- of population has been 
from 5,308,483 to 62,622,250,or nejir- 
ly twelvefold. 
In 1SOO the inhabit- 


ants were a little less than 7 to a 
square mile (in 1790 they had been 
ess than 5); in 1890 they -were over 
21. The place -where the population 
is densest is the District "of Colum- 
bia, which has 3,839 to the mile; the 
next is Rhode Island, 31S; then Mas- 
sachusetts, 278; -then-New Jersey, 
193; Connecticut, 154; New York, 
125; Pennsylvania, 116; Maryland, 
105. 
Tho other states and territo- 


ries' run below 100, down to Mon- 
tana, Wyoming, Arizona, Nevada, 
which havo less thim one inhabit- 
ant to the mile. The census commis- 
sioner notes that in Bhode Island 
and Massachusetts the density of 
population is as groat as in many of 
tho most densely settled European 
states, and that, the eutiro north 
Atlantic division, pre-eminently the 
manufacturing section, has an avcr- 
ase of over 100 inhabitants to the 
square mile. 
But it may bo a sur- 


prise to somo that among tbo old 
states Mnino has only 22, Ne\v Hamp- 
shire 41, "Vermont 26.—Philadelphia 
Lodger.

Inquiry on tlio part of American 
Agricnlrnri»t amoiig llio variouscaaning 
as.stieiut!uii.s rcv<>;ils this, togc-jliiT with 
the fact that there is a universal opinion 
aiaojja: packers that the business is 
greatly overdone. Tiie authority already 
qnowrd makes this n?pon: 


mtraetjj are uo\v being made with 


growers for fruits und vegetables, and 
the tendency is toward lower rates than 
prevailed lust season. 


There is no uniform reduction, many 


engaging their crops at former figures, 
while others are obliged to accede to a 
reduction. Old established concerns, in 
order to keep their machinery in opera- 
tion, must pack about the same quantity 
as last year, yet others will reduce th« 
output It now looks as though the At 
lantic Packers' association \vill put u] 
less than the average, and this is trin 
of many concerns identified with tin 
Peninsula Canned Goods association. 
Farther west the same disposition i 
manifested, although Ohio will proba 
bly pack about the same quantity o 
standard goods. Factories discontinuing 
will be made up by others jnst start 
ing. In the territory of the Ohio Pack 
ers' association there was no carry over 
stock up to three years ago, but sine 
thai date tho >surf)l«sjxa-i.iif >i iv^9s 
•<jiii5, "iiS aiso ui other parts of the corm- 
ry. Canneries located in the Mississip- 
)• and Missouri valleys, banded in the 
Western Packers' Caiined Goods associa- 
ion, arc inclined to reduce their output 
or 1896. Across the line the pack will 
certainly not bo increased, members of 
he Canadian Packers' association show- 
ing a conservative feeling regarding the 
future. Stocks carried over are smaller 
than last year, in the Atlantic states 
.ess than usual and in the middle- and 
western states much the same as a year 
ago. 


The opinion is almost universal that 


not alone must the pack be reduced, but 
the quality must be kept up the com- 
ing season, in order to insure satisfac- 
tory returns. The situation thus outlin- 
ed as viewed by all the leading associa- 
tions of canned goods packers is uot en- 
couraging to those who indiscriminately 
go into the business as a new venture. 
The canning business is alegitiniate in- 
dnstrv and may be made profitable un- 
der favorable surroundings, but it 
should be approached most carefully bj 
those contemplating the estauiishmen! 
of additional factories.

Points In Caboas* Caltnre. 


A Era-al New Yorker correspondent 


writes: 
It has been pretty thoroughly proved 


that cabbages, especially the late druni- 
lead varieties, are likely to head better 
i the seed be sown where the plant is 
•a remain, conditions of soil, fertility 
and culture being equal. The usual 
practice is to plant six or eight seeds in 
i hill, and gradually thin out to the 
strongest plant, but since the advent 
of- the cabbage worm and hosts of recent 
insect enemies the trouble of caring for 
so many scattered plants has proved too 
great, and the seed bod is therefore re- 
ported to. It may bo considered that 
plants of the cabbage tribe are not ben- 
efited by transplanting in itself, but as 
they arc little affected by it when done 
under favorable'conditions the use cf a 
seed bod is gnupritlly to be recommend- 
ed on account of greater ease and econ- 
omy in growing plants. 


Corn »t the low* Station. 


At the Iowa station the effort is being 


made to test and improve by selection 
some of the leading varieties of corn 
best suited to Iowa conditions.
